2. (LOU) SUMMARY. SENTENCES IN THE CASE OF THE "BEIJING 
15," TRIED IN JULY FOR FORMING A "COUNTERREVOLUTIONARY 
GROUP, n WERE REPORTEDLY HANDED DOWN BY A BEIJING COURT ON 
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DECEMBER 16. SENTENCES RANGED FROM 20 TO FIVE YEARS 
IMPRISONMENT, WHILE CHARGES WERE DROPPED AGAINST FIVE 
DEFENDANTS AND ONE WAS SENTENCED TO TWO YEARS PROBATION. 
MFA HUMAN RIGHTS DIVISION OFFICIALS PROMISED TO LOOK INTO 
THE REPORT AND AGREED IF THEY RECEIVED ADDITIONAL 
INFORMATION TO PROVIDE IT TO THE EMBASSY. END SUMMARY. 

3. (U) THE BEIJING INTERMEDIATE COURT REPORTEDLY RULED 
ON THE CASES OF 15 DISSIDENTS, KNOWN AS THE "BEIJING 15" 

(A SIXTEENTH DEFENDANT WAS DROPPED FROM THE CASE FOR 
MEDICAL REASONS, REF A) ON DECEMBER 16. THE DEFENDANTS 
WERE TRIED IN JULY. EARLIER PRESS REPORTS INDICATING 
SENTENCES 

HAD BEEN HANDED DOWN IN AUGUST WERE DENIED BY THE LOCAL 
COURT (REF B) . ACCORDING TO REUTERS, HU SHIGEN WAS 
SENTENCED TO 20 YEARS FOR "HEADING A COUNTERREVOLUTIONARY 
GROUP" AND "COUNTERREVOLUTIONARY PROPAGANDA AND 
INCITEMENT;" KANG YUCHUN 17 YEARS, LIU JINGSHENG 15, AND 
WANG GUOQI 11 ON SIMILAR CHARGES. FOUR DEFENDANTS 
CHARGED WITH PARTICIPATING IN A COUNTERREVOLUTIONARY 
GROUP AND COUNTERREVOLUTIONARY PROPAGANDA AND INCITEMENT 
WERE SENTENCED TO FIVE YEARS, ANOTHER HAS SENTENCED TO 
THREE YEARS AND ONE HAS PLACED "UNDER SUPERVISION" FOR 
TWO YEARS. CHARGES WERE REPORTEDLY DROPPED AGAINST THE 
OTHER FIVE DEFENDANTS. THE DEFENDANTS WERE ARRESTED FOR 
ALLEGEDLY FORMING THREE DISSIDENT GROUPS THAT PLANNED TO

5. {C> COMMENT: INTERNATIONAL ATTENTION TO THE "BEIJING 
15" CERTAINLY PLAYED A R«JEfl|J ^flfllftHWNG OF THESE 
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CASES. THE COURT TOOK AN UNUSUALLY LONG TIME TO DELIVER 
ITS VERDICT AFTER THE TRIAL ENDED IN JULY. CHINESE 
LEADERS' PRE-OCCUPATION WITH MAINTAINING STABILITY MAY 
ACCOUNT FOR THE SEVERITY OF SEVERAL OF THE SENTENCES. 
DESPITE THIS, CHARGES WERE DROPPED AGAINST FIVE 
DEFENDANTS, AN OUTCOME RARE IN CASES INVOLVING 
COUNTERREVOLUTIONARY CHARGES .

A. WE ARE AWARE OF THIS REPORT. THE UNITED STATES HAS

POSITION THAT FREEDOM OF SPEECH AND ASSOCIATION ARE AMONG 
THE FUNDAMENTAL RIGHTS WHICH ALL NATIONS SHOULD OBSERVE. 
WE STRONGLY BELIEVE THAT FAIR AND OPEN TRIALS ARE
